Sharing their vision of quality educa- 
tion, members of the East Jordan School 
District facility review committee (FRC) 
met Jan. 4 with school board members to 
recommend a new building. 

Convinced it is most positive response 
to continued overcrowding in the district, 
the board approved a resolution endors- 
ing the plan for a new middle school. 

The board heard a presentation from 
FRC members detailing the project. The 
committee has been studying the situa- 
tion since July, using information gath- 
ered over the last two years to support the 
recommendation. 

Mindful of the failed attempt to con- 
vinee voters more space was needed in 
1992, the board wanted to ensure that 
FRC efforts this go-round would be more 
in-tune to community sensibilities. 

“This is an outstanding plan,” said dis- 
trict superintendent Chip Hansen. “The 
1992 plan had holes and the voters told us 
what they thought of it.” 

Hansen said the present FRC rectified 
some of the failures of the earlier com- 
mittee by 

narrowing the scope and size of the 
project, providing for supervision of con- 
tractors, and developing a more conser- 
vative financial package. 


Defining the problems 

Some of the most compelling evidence 
the FRC considered in their recommen- 
dation was enrollment figures, both 
present and projected. Over 900 students 


now occupy the elementary and middle 
school complex with area population fig- 
ures continuing to rise. 

The facility has only one cafeteria, re- 
quiring more than two hours to feed all 
students. Elementary and middle school 
students share one media center — the 
space shortage there makes providing 
adequate age-appropriate materials, as 
well as adequate study area difficult. The 
lack of band room space makes necessary 
the transporting of three levels of middle 
school band members daily to and from 
the high school. 

The district has added some classroom 
space since the failure of the 1992 bond 
issue. One was purchased from Char-Em 
Intermediate School District this sum- 
mer, while the middle school band room 
was divided into two classrooms during 
the summer of 1993. Administrators note 
that every nook and cranny in all three 
district buildings are in use, either as 
classroom, storage or office space. 

When the FRC began its study in July, 
alist of 18 facility criteria was evaluated, 
considering all three buildings. While the 
high school, built in the mid- 1970s, was 
found to be meeting students’ needs in all 
18 criteria, the other two schools were 
each found to be lacking in 16 out of the 
18 areas, 

FRC committee members believe their 
plan will bring the elementary and middle 
school facilities up to the standards of the 
high school. But the plan is more than just 
catching up to the present.

WITH ACTIVITIES ranging from a Sno-Blast Parade to a snowmobile 
safari, there’s something for everyone at the 1995 Sno-Blast Winter 
Festival in East Jordan. 
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compared the district’s dilemma to a pur- 
chasing an up-to-date automobile or re- 
placing the engine in the old car. 

“You spend the money on the engine, 
then a year or so down the line end up 
buying the new car any way,” he re- 
marked.

It might 
be possible, but it makes the future prob- 
lem even worse.” 

The proposal the district will ask voters 
to approve is for a $3.3 million middle 
school, along with a $465,000 renovation 
of the elementary school and an addition 
of four classrooms to the high school ata 


cost of $405,000. 

Another $500,000 is designated for 
technology improvements. FRC member 
Kevin Keane explained the committee 
felt a continued commitment to instruc- 
tional technology will better prepare stu- 
dents for a competitive world. 

“We're building an infrastructure for 
the future,” Keane noted. The technology 
allocation will provide up to four com- 
puters in every district classroom, along 
with many other improvements.

From Looking around Jordan Township

This week I have the story of an incident: one of the 
sort which made up the lives of many during the carly 
years of Antrim County. 

There were many men who lost lives and limbs during 
the removal of the big timber. One woman says “Many 
were killed. not because of the great hazards. but unnec- 
essarily, because they came into the country knowing 
nothing whatever about the big umber und were igno- 
rant of the safer methods of handling it.” 

However. finding theinselves faced with the problems 
of removal. they refused to back down and did with 
bulldog persistence a job which might have been less 
dangerous to men with more knowledge of that type of 
work. 

This is a story of a later time when men were growing 
wise to the problems of lumbering. But with all their 
wisdom, logging was sull a dangerous business and one 
which called on one not only to be prepared to swing 
every ounce of strength into the balance at the critical 
time, but to be able to judge the exact moment that that 
strength must be reversed into a backward leap. 

The time then is about 1920, when with the greatest 
share of the big imber already taken off, and the market 
sul active, they began to look with hungry eves at the 
more difficult locavions that had been by-passed the first 
ume over. 

The East Jordan Lumber Company found a good stand 
ona steep hill which later became known as Death Hill 
— not to be confused with Dead Man’s Hill, located in 
Jordan Valley, but is to be found in Echo Township, 

A beautiful stand of hardwood and hemlock, this tract 
gave promise of being a real paying proposition: that is 
if it could be logged. At first glance 1t seemed so steep 
as to be impossible, however they were determined to at 
least try! Accordingly, a camp was erected with the 
buildings about one-quarter mile north of the work site: 
when fully manned and ready for work, the camp ac- 
commodated 60 men, and probably 15 teams. 


The man who bossed the job was Louis Cihak, and of 


all the others the only names [ know are those of my 
father, Harry Batterbee and his partner Luke DeForest: 
aman of about 60 years of age at the time, he was a jolly 
fellow and a big favorite with everyone. 

As amusements were few it was only to be expected 
that the men got well acquainted with cach other, and 
that the horses also should be well known, from their 
first reactions to the harness in the morning to their 
individual abilities on the steep hillsides or in the boggy 
valleys. Some were found to be very dependable while

others kept a man always on the alert to try and keep 
them in control. : 

As the winter season neared its peak, the.swale at the 
bottom of the steep hill became piled with brush, and the 
snow on the side hill was traced with logging trails, and 
many of the great trees on the summit had been laid low. 

The steepness of the hill made the job a dangerous one 
for horses as well as men: and it had been found 
necessary to install a machine at the top of the hill 
making it possible to let the loads of logs down the hill 
gradually by means of a stee] cable. 

The morning our story took place was a Monday 
morning and the horses were all feeling high and flighty 
after their day of rest, but the logging was going on ata 
good pace just the same, with load after load being 
lowered from the top of the hill to the bottom where the 
cable was unhooked and the team then made the turn to 
head the load down the valley to the decking yard. 

The road had been sanded at the top, as it had to be 
every morning. to provide traction for the loaded sleighs 
unul it was possible to get them into position to get the 
cable hooked. It was still quite early in the morning when 
“Old Meanie” and “Brownie” were brought into posi- 
tion with their first load of the day. 

Old Meanie was a black that could always make some 
kind of trouble, although he was capable of a lot of work 
when he was keptin control. Because of hts experience, 
he had been paired with Brownie, who was new and 
needed an older horse to keep him inline. Sull, Brownie, 
who was a beauty, had a disposition that gave great 
promise of his some day becoming a really great horse 
at his job. This made kim the object of everyone's 
admiration and affection, 

When Brownte and Old Meanie came into position, 
Old Meanie was still smarting from the “tuning up” he 
had received a Httle earlier to quiet him down. Dancing

holding him in, while trying at the same time to keep 
Brownie from getting nervous, too. Meanwhile, the load 
passed over the sandy spot and beyond without the cable 
operator being able to hook onto the load. 

The sleighs being used consisted of two 8-foot bunks 
hooked together, and with this outfit loaded as high as 
possible with those great logs, the “push” behind the 
horses was tremendous and though they tried valiantly 
to hold, and the driver from his seat high on the load 
sawed desperately on the lines, the 45-degree grade they 
were on made it a hopeless thing. Finally, when about 
half-way down he recognized the uselessness of it, the 
driver made a great leap, leaving the load and the horses 
to their fate. 

It was a terrible sight which one could hardly bear to 
watch, and yet from which they could not tear theircyes. 
Frozen in their tracks, they all watched the load running 
up on the horses and leaping from hump to hollow like 
some live thing, with the horses running and screaming 
in fear but unable to loose themselves from this monster, 
which followed leaping after them. 

It seemed like a nightmare that would never end; but 
the end came all too soon, for as they reached the bottom, 
the horses and sleighs could not make the turn, but hit the 
bottom with such force that they took one final leap high 
into the air, hurdling the great brush heap and landing in 
a huge tangle of brush, logs, sleighs and horses. 

For a moment the quiet was like a shock to the ears of 
the men who were standing like figures in a wax mu- 
scum, while the only conscious thought was a hopeless 
wish to see Brownie emerge unhurt. 

Several minutes passed before any movement was 
seen, then from the tangle a horse was getting to its fect. 
A moment later they could see that the survivor was the 
veteran Old Meanie. As the men looked in vain for any 
movement from the heap which used to be Brownic, Okc

Possible rabies 


The District Health Department has issued a rabies 
alert for residents of Antrim, Charlevoix and Emmet 
counties that a gray fox on the Boyne City-East Jordan 
Road near Hitchcox Road in Charlevoix County was 
noted to be acting strangely. 

The fox was in the middle of the road wandering in 
circles and foaming at the mouth. Evidently the animal 
was shot and left along the side of the road. The event 
was reported to the animal control officer between noon 
and 1:30 p.m., Dec. 26. By the time the animal control 
arrived, the fox was gone. 

It is very important that the individual or individuals 
who had contact with the fox review their exposure with 
a physician. Exposures include any penetration of the 
skin by teeth of the animal. 

Nonbite exposures include scratches, abrasions, open 
wounds, or mucous membranes (lining of the mouth and 
eyes) contaminated with saliva or other potentially

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exposure causes area alert 


infectious material (such as brain tissue) from a rabid 
animal. Other contact by itself, such as petting a rabid 
animal or contact with the blood, urine, or feces of a 
rabid animal, does not constitute an exposure. 
However, many times the type of exposure is not 
certain. Therefore, it is very important to review the 
exposure with a physician. Special treatment by a phy- 
sician may be needed to prevent rabies following an 


exposure. 

Rabies is a fatal disease caused by a virus. People 
should avoid any direct contact with wild animals. The 
animal control officer should be notified following an 
exposure or if you suspect an animal has rabies. Also, 
make sure your dog and cat are vaccinated against 
rabies.

Additional recommendations 
may be made by the physician regarding antibiotics, 
tetanus immunization, and wound management and 
antirabies treatment.

The search is on for an interim replacement for East 
Jordan city superintendent Bob Johnson. 

City attorney Scott Beatty reported to city council 
Jan. 3 that he and Johnson have worked out a separa- 
tion agreement. 

The superintendent left the position as of Jan. 1. 
DPW committee chair Brian Sweet called the separa- 
tion a “mutual parting of the ways” between the city 
and Johnson. Sweet noted the position will be elimi- 
nated by the anticipated change in city charter in 
April. 

Meanwhile, it is necessary to continue to tend to the 
superintendent’s responsibilities, so council mem- 
bers will interview two professional candidates, as 
well as consider two former East Jordan DPW super- 
intendents for the interim. 

“The candidates are all aware the position ts part- 


time and will not lead into full-time,” Sweet told the 
council. 

The council will expect the interim superintendent 
to: : 

+ help in the transition in government made neces- 
sary by the new city charter, should it pass. 

* handle day-to-day administrative duties, includ- 
ing DPW superintendent, street and zoning adminis- 
tration. 

Sweet said he is hoping a professional city admin- 
istrator, such as the two candidates to be interviewed, 
will be able to provide fresh perspective and suggest 
ways to run the city more efficiently. 

“It would benefit the city, despite the cost,” he said. 

“It would be nice to have the insight,” agreed 
council member Ruth Gee, “But it’s more important 
to have help in taking the daily pressure off other 
staff.”
